Place Immortelles Upon the Bier 
of the Dead. 


Mr. McGrecor, N, Y., July 23.—General Grant . 
died at §:05 this morning. 

At nive o'clock last night one of General Grant’s 
physicians conceded, with some caution, that the 
patient might survive until July 23d. His mean- 
ing was thatthe sick man might yet be living 
when midnightshould mark the new day. This 
progncstication was borne ont and more. The 
genera! passed into the first hour oftheday. He 
sawits light at sunrise, and through the early 
mornirg hours hestill survived. The advent oi 
July osd, however, marked a change 
in General Grant’s condition which was signifi 
caut, The chill at the extremities was increasing 
and the use of hot applications to keep warmth in 
the extremities and vital parts were resorted to. 
They were of some avail, but the artificial warmth 
was without power to reach the cause or stay the 
resuits of the dissolution which began Tuesday 
evyevirc.and had been progressing steadily,though 
gradualiy. Hypodermic inj«ctions of brandy were 
freque:itiy given to stimulate the flagging physical 
powers, but later this failed to effect 
ihe patient, whose vitality and whose physical 
forces were so far spent as to furnish no footing for 

reboun!. Indeed, the efforts of the medical men 
were being made because none could stand by in 
active snd without he trial of 
expedients that might prolong life 
an |! or a minute. The physicians 
believe’ that the patient might reach the extreme 
tbb go! uisstrength at one o’ciock this morning, 
andthe approach of the hour was anticipated 
with intense anxiety at the cottage. It 
passec,. however, and the general, lying 
upon bis back and propped by two pillows, lay 
upon the cot bed in the parlor, yet Hying but 
growing weaker, Theinevitable closeof the gen- 
eral’s iovg sickness seemed more and more immi- 
ment. The feeble pulsebeats had worn themselves 
by their rapidity toa fluttering throb Mat could 
not be eauged beneath the finger of the physician. 
The body was being worn out by itsown life cur- 
rent, so rapid was its coursing threugh the veins, 
Repeatedly brandy was entered beneath the skin 
of the. eperal’s arm, but despite its warming in- 
fluence his respiration had quickened from 44 toa 
minute during the evening to a point of labored 
breathi:g@ that was painful to the friends who 
were grouped and bent near the sick man. 

rYLDENCE OF APPROACHING DEATH. 

Two o'clock had been passed and the evidences 
of neariog Geath were multiplying. The increas- 
ing respirations were not alone more rapid, but 
moresiallow. The lungs and the heart were 
givine sway. So weak had General Grant growa 
at3 o'clock that though he frequently attempted 
to dose. he was unable any longer to clear the 
gathering mucus from his throat. Itaccumulated 
and remained, As 4 o’clock drew on and daylight 
came, a point had been reached when expectora- 
tion was impossible. There was not left enough 
of streveth, and from 4o’clock on there was in 
the ibroat the significant. rattle of mucus 
that vas filling the lungs and clogging 
the throat. At 3 o’clock the general asked 
for water, aud after that it is not remembered that 
he uttered any word. At4o’clock the breathing 
was quickened and reached fifty to the minute. 
An hour later the respiration had reached sixty, 
and between 5. and 6 o'clock the finger nails had 
become biue and the hanés further evidenced the 
progress of numbness of the extremities, and at 
every breath the mucus clogging in the throat 
WAS giov ing steadily, 

THE HOUR AT HAND 

A iew minutes before eight o’ciock, Doctors 
Dovgias, Shrady and Sands stood on the cottage 
Varenda, conversing on the condition of General 
Grant, end discussing the probabilities of his 
death, and the limit of life left the sick man. Mra, 
Sartoris and Stenographer Dawson were Convers 
ing a litile distance away, when Henry, the nurse, 
Stepped hastily upon tbe piazza, and spoke

near dead, The meaical men hastily entered the 
toom where the sick man was lying, and approach- 
ed his side.

THE PASSAGE INTO DEATH. 

The doctors noted, on entering the room and 
preesing to the bedside, that already the purplish 
tinge, which is one of nature's signals of final dis- 
solution, had settled beneath the finger nails. The 
band tbat Dr, Dougias lifted was fast growing 
colder than it had been through the night. The 
pulse bad fluttered beyoud the point where the 
physician could distinguish it from the pulse beats 
in bis own finger tips. The respiration was very 
rapid and was a succession of shallow panting in- 
halations, but the happily approaching end was 
becoming clear of the rattling fullness 6f the 
throat and lungs, and the respiratious grew quicke 
and more rapid at the close. They also became 
less labored and almost noiseless. This fact was 
in its results a comfort to the watchers by the bed- 
side, to whem was spared the scene of an agonizing 
or other than peaceful death. The wife almost 
constantly stroked the face, forehead and hands 
of the dying general, and at times, as a passionate 
longing to prevent the event so hear, would rest 
his head within her bosom, Mrs, Grant pressed 
both his bands, and leaning forward, tenderly 
kissed the face of the sinking man. Colonel Fred 
Grant sat silently, but with evident feeling, 
throughout. His bearing was thatofa soldier. 
ly son at the deathbed of a 
bero father, U, 5, Grant, I£es 
was Geeply moved but Jesse bore the scene 
steadily, and the ladies while watching, with wet 
cheeks, were silent as befitted the dignity of a life 
such as was closing before them. The morning 
had passed five minutes beyond 8 o'clock, and 
there was not one of the strained and waiting 
watchers but who could mark the nearness of life 
to its final ebbing. Dr. Douglas noted 
the nearness of the supreme moment, 
and quietly approached the bedside, and bent over 
it, and while he did so, the sorrow 
of, the gray haired physician seemed closely al- 
lied with thatof the family. Dr, Shrady also 
drew near. It was seven minutes after eight 
o’clock. and the eyes of the general were closing, 
His breathing grew more hushedas the last func- 
tious of the heart and lungs were hastened to the 
cosing of the ex president's life. A peaceful ex- 
pression seemed to be deepening in the firm and 
strong lined face, and it was reflected as a closing 
ecmfort in the sad hearts that beat quickly under 
the stress of loving suspense. A minute more 
passed and wasclosing, asthe general drew a 
deeper breath. There was an exhalation 
like that of one relieved of long and anxious ten- 
sion. The members ofthe groups were impelled 
each tostep nearer the bed, and each awaited an- 
other respiration, but it nevercame. There was 
absolute stillness in the room, anda hushof ex- 
pectant suspense, and nosound broke the silence 
save the singing of the birds in the pines outside 
the cottage, and the measured throbbing of the 
engine thatall night had waitea by the little 
mountain depot down the slope. 

“Tt isall over,’’ quietly spoke Dr. Douglas, and 
there came then heavily to each witness, the raal- 
ization that General Grant was dead! 

Then the doctors withdrew, the nurse closed 
the eyelids and composed the dead general's 
head, after which each of the family group press- 
ed to the bedside, one after another, and touched 
their lips upon the quiet face so jateiy stilled, 

Dr. Shrady passed outon the piazza, and as he 
cid so met Dr. Newman, hastening up the steps. 

‘He is dead!’’ remarked the doctor quietly. 

The fact of bis having been absent from the side 
of the dying man and his family at the last mo- 
ment was a cause of severe and sad regret to the 
clergyman who had waited all night at the cot- 
tege. He bad been summoned from his breakfast 
a moment too late and reached the cottage only iu 
time to minister to the family’s sorrow, and to 
gaze upon the scarcely hushed lips of the dead 
general, to whom Dr, Newman's love had bounded 
bim in such close ties and relations. Those who 
saw and knew, aud all who learned of the clergy- 
man’s absence from the death bed, quickly spoke 
ihe impulse of hearty sympathy. 

WHAT THE DOCTORS HAVE TO SAY, 

Soon aiter Drs, Douglas and Shrady left the 
death-bed, they conversed feejingly ofthe latter 
bours of General Grant's life. The pulse first had 
indicated failure, and the intellect was the last to 
euccumb its clearness and conscious tenacity, aud 
that after midnight last night, though the circum- 
stances at three o’clock indicated cognizance. 

“Do you want anything?’’ questioned Colonel 
Fred at that hour. 

‘‘Water,’’ whispered the general, -huskily. 

But when offered the water and milk they 
gureled ip his throat and were ejected, and that 
one word of response was the last utterance of 
General Grant. Dr. Douglas remarked that the 
peculiarity of General Grant’s disease was ex 
plained by the remarkable vitality that seemed to 
present obstacles to the approach of death. It was 
a cradual passipg away of the vital forces and a 
reflex consciousness, the doctor thorght, was re 
tained to the lest. The general died of sheer ex- 
bavstion end a perfectly painless sinking away. 

‘Yes, interjoined Dr. Shrady, quietly, ‘‘thegen- 
ere] dreaded pain. When he felt that he had begun 
sinking, he asked that he should not be per- 
mitted to suffer, The promise was made and it 
has been kept. Since he commenced to sink Tues- 
day night he was free from pain. Towards the

During the general's last 
night Dr. Shrady was constantly within call. Dr. 
Douglas was all night at the cottage and Dr. Sands 
stopped at the hotel alter midnight. 

A SCULPTOR SUMMONED. 

Witbin twenty minutes after the death of Gen- 
eral Grant, Karl Gerhardt, the Hartford sculptor, 
who has been meking a study here of the general, 
was summoned to the cottage at the suggestion of 
Dr. Newman, to make a plaster mask ofthe dead 
man’s fece. He was bighly successful.

Fince our last bulletin was written, the final 
change has cometo General Grant. He passed 

acefully away ats o’clock Thursday morning. 
yn the morning of the day previous, Dr. Dougias 
summoned Drs. Sands and Shrady to 
meet him in consuitation at Mt, McGregor, as 
General Grant was sinking, and death seemed im- 
minent. On their arrival the patient was found 
ina yery prostrate condition, with a feeble aud 
frequent pulse, rapid respiration and inabtlity to 
swallow. He was suflering uo pain, dnt 
by his listless manner was appa- 
rently conscious that death was approaching. 
It was decided to sustain his vital powers to the 
utmost and to make his approaching end as com- 
fortable as possible. The disposition to cough 
had ceased. and the respiration, although much 
accelerated, was not impeded by accuma 
lated mucus secretions. At the time of the 
consultation he was in an easy chair, o¢cupied so 
constantly by him day and night (for 
the past five months. Towards the eveniog 
by his own request, he was transferred to his 
bed, where he rested quietly until his death, as 
was anticipatad by the medical gentlemen in at- 
tendance. He continued to sink, despite stimn- 
lants locally applied and hypodermically adminis- 
tered. His fear of a 7 ul and 
egonizing death owes, happily for him 
and his family, not realized. He simply 
pessed away by ihe gradual aud easy cessation of 
the beart’s action Thus he was spared much of 
the suffering which would have been iuevitable, 
hed his general strength allowed the throat dis- 
ease to progress inits usual way.

THE NEWS ABROAD 


Mr. Gladstone Writes His Words of Sym- 
pathy.

The flagsat the American exchange 
end at the American consulate were placed at half 
mast the moment the news reached thecity. Large 
portraits of the dead hero, draped in mourning, 
were pleced over the balevnies and doors of both 
buildings.

United States Minister Phelps, in receivinga 
copy of the dispatch announcing General Grant's 
death, expressed the greatest concern atthe sad 
event.

To the correspondent who communicated the 
news to Mr. Gladstone, the latter said: “I will 
willingly pay my humble tribute, Let me 
write rather than [speak it.’’

IN THE GEORGIA LEGISLATURE. 


A Remarkable Scene in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

A very lively sensation was created in the house 
yesterday when a joint resolution on General 
Grant’s death was received from the senate. The 
senate resolution was brief, simply stating that 
the general assembly heard, with regret, of the 
death of the great man, and would adjourn until 
Saturday out of respect to his memory. 

Mr. Lamar, of Pulaski, offered the following as 
a substitute: 

Whereas, Intelligence comes that General and 
ex-President U. 8. Grant, after a long and painful 
iliness, died this morning. 

Resolved, By the general assembly of 
Georgia that the demise of this 
great and distinguished citizen and 
soldier of our common country is regarded by us 
with profound regret as a national calamity, 

Resolved, That our state will unite in doing 
honor tothe memory aud services of this illus- 
trious American general. 

Resolved, That we tender the family of the de- 
ceased, our sympathy in this bereavement. 

Resolved, further, That this body is now ad- 
journed, in respect to the illustrious dead, 

When this resolution was,read it was easy to see 
that it would have opposition. Several amend- 
ments were offered, and efforts were made to 
change the time to Friday or Monday. Some of 
there were put, and on the vote the ayes and nays 
were demanded. Things grew pretty hot, and a 
good many people on the floor and in the galleries 
were feeling awkward. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, moved to amend by 
striking out the part referring to General Grant’s 
illustrious services. 

Mr. Lamar arose and said: 

I believe the resolution as it stands is ex pressive 
alike of the feelings of this house and the people 
of Georgia. 

Mr, Jake Dart, of Glynn, in an excited and yery 
em pbatic manner, walked from bis seat down the 
aisle toward the speaker's stand and said: 

“Who could ask asmalier tribute than this? I 
thank God I haye divested myself of prejudice. 
I have felt his strong arm, but I 
remember the terms he gave us and they 
were terms that no conquerer but @ magnani- 
mous one would have given, 1am as trae in my 
fidelity to the state of Georgia as any member on 
this floor, but I do say, in God’s name, as people 
and patriots, as American ci!izens, show respect to 
the office be beld if not to bis memory as a man. 

Great excitement and applause followed this. 

Mr. Harrison arose, his long red whiskers and red 
hair redder than ever, and bis face at red heat,and 
his eyes flashing fire. Hesaid: 

‘T regret exceedingly this most unseemly scene, 
but when I] em asked to compliment the memory 
of any men alive or dead upon whose service 
rested the ‘lost hopes of my native land, then 
may you charge me with whatever you please 
but itsball uot have my support! it shali not be 
said that! complimented tue services of a man 
who deprived Georgia of ber rights asshe beliey- 
edthem.

Dr. Felton then proceeded and gaid he thanked 
the gentleman from Quitman for withdrawing his 
amendment. No man has ever lived that Georgia 
so loved and honored as Robert E Lee. His mem- 
ory is precious to every Georgian. 


Mr. Harrison—Would New York have passed 
such resolutions on his d2ath? 

Dr. Felton —1 believe New York would do itto- 
dsy. I desire to recall one historical fact. When 
our enemies were supreme in wer, when the 
southern leaders were being threatened 
with hanging and imprisonment and 
confiscation, when it seemed that the reign of ter- 
ror was tospread all over these southern states, 
and that the stipulations of the surrender were to 
be disregard<d, and wild fanaticism, prejudice and 
batred was to rule over this beautiful land of ours, 
when the president of the United States was 
threatening to carry the sword, and torch, and 
confiscation to every Georgia home by digregard 
ing the oe pusious of the surrender, Ulysses 8.

The effect of Dr. Felton’s remarks was magical, 
the storm quieted and the resolutions passed al- 
most unabimeusly. 


The News in the City, 

The armouncement of General Grant’s death 
reached Atlanta about nine o’clock, and half an 
hour later it was known all over the city. At first 
it was received incredulously, because the general 
had been sick so long and several times before 
reports of his death had been received, When 
the news was fully confirmed it became the ab- 
sorbing topic all over Atlanta. Men stopped eac 
other on the streets to talk about it. Everywhere 
it was the theme of the hour, 

There was one pervading tone of regret and one 
common expression of kindly feeling toward the 
memory of the dead soldier. The warmest ex- 
pressions of regret came from old confederate sol- 
diers who spoke feelingly of General Grant's con- 
sideration of General Lee and his starving army 
at Appomattox and of his manly fidelity to the 
terms of the surrender. The ex federal soldiers 
residing in Atlanta were, of course, affected by 
the intelligence of the death of their old comman- 
der.* Confederate and federal soldiers together 
discussed his life and character and those who 
heard their expressions could not, in most in- 
stancer, tell which had worn the blue and which 
the gray. Several residences in the city are al- 
ready draped in mourning and there will be more 
of such testimonials of respect and honor to the 


memory of the great ieader. The f

Reminiscences of Life in the Army,ia War 
and ia Peace, 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., July 28.—(Special.|—“‘He 
was the truest as well as the bravest man I ever 
knew,” was the remark of General James Long: 
street, as s00n as he recovered from his emotion 
on being informed of the death of Genera) Grant. 
“A man of unbounded confidence in human na- 
ture, with the greatest sense of modesty and utter- 
ly without guile, the one great American of the 
present age who will live in history as typifying 
the best elements of manhood. As passion cools 
and prejudice clears away, and politicians are 
relegated to obscurity, then the figure of Grant 
will stand out in bold-relief, second only to that

frame house, set in the midst of an elevated grove 
about two miles from thiscity. Upon the airy 
porch of his country mansion, his cheeks fanned 
by the breeze from the Blue Ridge heights, his 
form enveloped ina many colored dressing gown, 
General Longstree. enjoys the peaceful days 
which bave little in them to recallthe memories 
of the trenches on the well fought fields between 
Washington and Richmond. His form, once 80 
erect and soldierly, and the appearance of which 
was wont to be greeted with cheers by the brave 
boys in gray ashe rode down the line, is now 
bulky and bowed; but his eyes still have the 
same look of dogged determination asin the days 
when they refused to see defeat, and 
snatched victory from the very de- 
spair of desperation. Passing his hand over his 
forehead, as if in painful meditation, he made use 
of the words with which this chapter was opened. 
THE EARLY DAYS AT WEST POINT. 

‘“‘T well remember the delicate and fragile form 
of the boy who, in 1839, answered tothe roll-call 
when the name of Grant was repeated. We werea 
boisterous set who filled the classes that year, and 
my physique and exuberance of spirit led me to 
be among the leaders of every sport and diversion, 
The delicate stranger was notof our mold; his 
build and his wantof strength did not warrant 
his becoming one of our unruly gang. Instead of 
forming for him the dislike so aptto be enter 
tained for one not given to manly sports, we grew 
to admire his modesty, his manliness, and the 
evident spirit which was at the bottom of his 
character. In one trait, however, he excelled. He 
was the most daring horseman in the whole com- 
mand, and the wonder has often been expressed 
that he did not gravitate into the cavalry branch 
of the service. In 18421 graduated and was as- 
signed to duty as second lieutenant in the Fourth 
infantry, then stationed at Jeflerson barracks, 
twelve miles from St. Louis. The year following, 
1848, Grant followed and was attached to the same 
regiment. 

BARRACK LIFE TINGED BY ROMANCE, 

‘‘These early days,’’ said Longstreet,as he settled 
in the great easy chair which stood on his front 
porch, while the reporter threw himself on the 
banister railings, ‘‘recall a delightful period. As 
I think over the names. how many have 


risen to fame, how many have failed, how many 
have gone beyond, by warand death in otaer 
forms, until now,the one who became the greatest 
ofall, bas passed to hisrest. Thus it is with 
bumanity! 
ject, Lieutenant Grant’s distinguishing trait at 
that time was his simple performance of duty, 
without show of authority or offensive manper, 
and his scrupulous regard for the feclings of gshers, 
So perfect was his senseof honor, that in the 
numerous cabals which were often formed, his 
name was never mentioned, for he never did any- 
thing which could be made subject of criticism or 
reproach. Grant confided in me, perhaps, more 
than in any other officer in the barracks. Ou one 
occasion, meeting Grant coming out of the bar- 
racks, I gaid to him: 

‘**Grant, I wish you would come with meona 
visit to a kinsman. 

“He readily assented. When we reached the 
mansion of my kinsman we were heartily receiv 
ed, and the family were introduced one by one, as 
they returned from theirdaily duties. At last tne 
musical voice of a young woman was heard in the 
baj].and eu instant later the lady was in the room. 

‘*»Miss Julia Dent,’ said I,as 1 took my pretty 
kipswoman’s hand, and she blushed deeply as she 
bowed to 

‘**Lieuvtenant Grant!’ 

“A little jater Cadet Fred Dent entered, and 
while I engaged him in conversation,in which the 
old people joined, Lieutepant Grant and Miss 
Julia were forming the ties, the last chapter of 
which may be seen in the weeping widow now 
bending over the dead body oi her husband in 
New York city. After that day Miss Julia Dent 
was one of the most frequent dancers at our mili 
tary balls. It is only a few months 
azo that Mrs. Grant recalled to me 
n story of that period, show- 
ing how they used to tease her about the young 
heutenant. Gn one occasion she went to one of 
the balls under the escort of some other officer, 
when it was noticed that Lieutenant Grant was 
absent. Lieuienant Hoskins, with a most doleful 
expression on his face, went up to her and asked: 

‘**Miss Julia, where is that little man with the 
large epaulettes?’ 

‘This caused a smileat the expense of the 
young lady. butshe clung to her young lieuten- 
ant, and in 1848 they were married. I had been 
married justsix months at the time myself, and 
as the one who had originally introduced the 
couple, was ap honored guest upon the occasion. 

BREAKING CAMP FOR SCEN&S OF WAR. 

“The holiday atold Camp Jefferson, however, 
vau vA e to arn cma. Tr 
trouble in Texas, and the Mexicans 
were committing outrages which Calied 
for repression at tne hands of the United States. 
In 1£44, the Fourth regiment camped at Fort Sa- 
lubrity, in Louisiana, as partof thearmy of ob 
servation, aud in 1845, as part of the army of occu- 
pation, was stationed at-Corpus Christi, Texas. 
At these two points we found life very diflerent 
from that at Jefferson barracks. 
The abeence of the civilizing presenceof women, 
the relexation of social restraint, the absence of 
books, papers, amusements and all means of giy- 
ing variety to life, threw the officers upon them- 
selves forcompany. In those dull days we would 
organize games which in the absence of anything 
better, became of absorbing interest. Chiefamong 
them was the game of brag, next five cent ante, 
and then similar divertisements. Entering upon 
one of these games in the early morning.we would 
be found still at them by candle light. The 
1088 of seventy five cents in the 
day was esteemed a singular misfortune. I must 
say that the losses often fell to Grant, for he was 
but a poor player. Feats of horsemanship also en- 
tered into our pleasure. At Corpus Christi the 
Mexicans used to bring in wild horses, which they 
would sell for two or three dollars, so that fre- 
quently every oflicer in the camp would be 
mounted on these dangerous animals, and often 
came near breaking their necks. On one occasion 
a Mexican brought in a singularly vicious lookiag 
brute. There was fire in his eye, and a warning to 
beware in his whole demeanor. One by one the 
officers passed him by, and refused to risk their 
lives With him, At last Grant bantered the crowd 
and bought the animal. The custom 
was to blindfold the horses aude 
they had been saddied and bridfes. 
As soon as Granthbad mounted, however, he thrw 
off the blind, and away he rode through the chap 
peiel at a fearful rate. For three hours he rod 
up and down, through wood and field, and never 
once lost his seat, and when he rode back into 
camp the horse was thoroughly tamed. the 
story Of that fearful ride was for years a legend 
in army circles. 

‘*From Texas the Fourth regiment found its 
way into Mexico, as part of the army of invasion. 
Grant was made quartermaster of the Foarth, 
while 1 was assigned to duty as adjutantof the 
Eighth, andas the regiments were in separate 
brigades, we saw but little ofeach other. At the 
battle of Molina del Rey, however, I had occasion 
to note his superb courage under fire. He lookel 
and moved about as unconcerned as if 
it were 4 mere hailstorin. So 
remarkable was his bearing that men- 
tion of it was made in the official reports, and I 
heard his colone! say ou the field, while pointing 
out the imperturbable officer, ‘There stands a 
man of fire.’ 

PLAYING THE OLD GAME OVER. 

“After the Mexican war Grant’s duty led him to 
the Pacific coast, and thus years passed away. In 
1858 1 visited St. Louis on business. There 1 met 
Captain Holloway and other old army chums. 
The day was cold and dreary, so takinga room in 
- Planter’s hotel, we talked over our old cam- 

igns, when it was proposed a game of brag 
would best recall the o d memories. It was found, 
however, that we were one hand short, when Hol- 
loway remarked: 

“Wait a moment, boys, and I will go out and 
pick up some one.”’ 

“In a few minutes he returned bring- 
ing with him a civilian poorly dressed, in 
whom we soon recognized our old friend Grant, 
who bad resigned from the tervice, and who was 
makingan unsuccessful battle for existence ia 
civil life. The next day, while I was standing ia 
front of the Planters hotel, Grant stepped up and 
placing a five dollar gold piece in my hand, told 
wwe it was a debt of honor of our Texan days. 

“*No,” said I, ‘I will pottakeit. You are now 
out of service, and need it.’ 

* ‘But you must take it,’ said Grant, determined- 
ly. ‘I will not have what does not belong to me.’ 

“Seeing that he was thoroughly in earnest, and 
to save him from mortificatiow I accepted it, and 
skaking hands, we parted.’ 

A STRANGE REUNION, 

“The next time I met Grant wasat Appomatox’ 

‘And the first thing he said to me, putting his 
arm within mine, as we stepped aside alter the 
formalities, was:

would report itto Richmond, however, and se- 
cureaction. The plan found warm advocates in 
the cabinet, especially the then secretary of war, 
General John C. Breckenridge, who urged me to 
have Mrs. Longstreet ready forthe trip. She was 
given a letter by General Lee, which I was to read 
before it went on its mission. In that letier Gen- 
eral Lce asked fora direct conference for the pur- 
pose of considering definite articlesof peace. As 
this was notin accordance with General Grant’s 
request, end as I knew he had no more authority 
to consider such articles than Ihad,I went to 
General Lee, and urged such a modification of the 
request as would giye Grant room to act. 

* ‘No,’ replied General Lee, ‘I will assign none 
but the real reason; lam opposed to diplomacy,’ 

‘The letter was sent as written. AsI predicted 
Giant replied that he had no authority to act. 
While awaiting Grant’s reply, General Lee said to 
me: 

“‘*There is nothing ahead of us but tosur- 
render.’ 

‘It was thus that the fatal day cametpou 
which, as one of the confederate commissioners to 
arrange for the surrender, I met Grautat Appo- 
matox. In his whole bearing toward 
us on that occasion, General Grant 
treated us kindly, never once 
referring to our defeat, but treating us as though 
pothing whatever had happened to mar 
the relations which existed by the old camp fires 
in Texas and Mexico. 

GRANT AFTER THE WAR. 

‘‘After the war,’’ said General Longstreet, ‘‘the 
ex-confederate officers had no better friend than 
Grant. When the federal court in Richmond was 
about to order the indictment of General Lee and 
myself,Grant interposed and said: ‘They are under 


my parole,and my word is pledged for their nnn 
Thus he saved the ex-confederates from the whole- 
sale indictments which weuld have followed. 

‘‘In 1866 I had business which called me to 
Washington, and I availed myself of the chance to 
meke a friendly visit to Grant at his office. Whea 
leaving he followed me to the door and asked me 


to visit his family that evening. I did so,aud when , 


—— to depart, he followed me into the hall and 
said: 

‘- ‘Longstreet, don’t you want an amnesty?’ 

“*Yes,’ I replied, ‘but I have no hope of ever 
getting it.’ 

‘**Make out your application and call on me at 
my office at noon to morrow; in the meantime I 
will see Presidert Johnson and Secretary Stanton, 
and will see to it that you get your ro mga 

“At the time appointed I met him. e had 
already seen the president and the secretary, and 
assured me that the matter was assured. e in- 
dorsed by application ae asking for itas a special 

reonal fayor to himself. Later, when Grant had 

een eleeid president, but before his inaugura- 
tion, I called. to congratulate him, when he said: 

‘**Lonpegstreet, I want you to come and see me 
after my inauguration and tell me what you want.’ 

“After the inauguration I was walking 
up Pennsylbania avenue one day, when 
a friend who met me informed me that the presi- 
deut had sentin my nameto the senate for the 
surveyorshbip of the port of New Orleans. The 
nomination was bung up for three weeas. I went 
to the president ana begged him to withdraw it, 
as I did not wish his personal friendship for me to 
interfere with bis administration. 

‘* Give yourself no trouble about that,’ he an- 
swered; ‘the senators have as many fayors to ask 
of meas I have of them, and I will see to it thas 
you are confirmed.’ 

“To sum up Grant’s whole character,” said Gen- 
eral Longstreet, ‘isa very simple task. He was 
an honest, simple man, who did his duty, never 
schemed, an if any villany was con 
nected with any transaction of his it 
was always found to be the work of 
somne designing wretch who had imposed upon his 
confidence. He was above smal! ideas and smail 
things, and he will stand in history as the fore- 
most man of his time.’’ Pea Jay. 


A COMRADB’S TRIBUTE. 


Genera) McLaws Relates Some Interesting 
Incidents of Grant's Life. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 23.—[Special. |— 
Qh.meval I aWeyoetta Mel awe was one 
of the United States officers who re- 
signed their commissions in the federal army for 
the purpose of following the fortunes of their 
state. When the war closed it left these men, edu- 
cated for military life, completely at sea. It was 
then that General Grant showed the nobility of 
his nature by his kindness to his former comrades. 
General McLaws, in answer to a question as to his 
reminiscences of Grant, said: 

‘The first visit I paid to Washington after the 
war was in 1876, when General Grant was presi- 
dent. I called on him at the white house in com- 
pany with the then auditor of the treasury, who 
brought me into the office of the private secretary, 
Isent my card tothe president from that office. 
After waiting some time I heard General Graut’s 
voice calling out to the porter: 

“Tell General McLaws not to go, as 1 wish to see 
him.”’ 

Before that moment I had been staredatas a 
seeming intruder—as one who had no right to, beso 
near the president; but when the general 
spoke sO pronounced in my favor I could see a 
relaxation in the unwelcome looks of thore 
around. When General Grant came out of his 


office and shook me warmly by the hand, and ex- 
pressed his gratification on seeing me, and his re- 
gret his time was then so fully occupied that he 
could not give me an audience, but he asked me 
7 dine with him and then we could talk over old 
times. 

“After dinner, when in his private room, the 
general led the conversation so as to find 
out as to my occupation, how I was 
getting along, and I was living comfortably. I 
told him that I was farming in a small way, gaiu- 
ing but a precarious living. He hesitated a mo- 
ment after hearing me, and then asked: 

““McLaws, have you avy objection to holding 
office under me?”’ 

“I replied that if I could not perceive how there 
conld be any objection in my doing so; that! had 
resigned from the United States army to follow 
the ioriunes of my native state when it seceded 
from the union, but mow that it was restored I 
wes eenin a citizen. 4 

‘He replied that he was sorry I had not come to 
him long ago, that he eould have had my disabili- 
ties removed, and he would have given mean 
cffice, if 1 needed one, and if he could have known 
that the southern people of character and stand- 
ivg would have taken office, he would have given 
the officesin the south to southern men, our 
best people; but that very few had 
given him assurance of friendly regard: thns the 
southern congressmen, with few exceptions, kept 
aloof from him, and so far asthe politicians were 
concerned, they tried to make him think that the 
sonthern people as a mass were inimical to him, 
aud that to take officeunder him would not be 
regarded asa creditable acton their part. He, 
however, believed the people were not unfriendly, 
but they allowed themselves to be too much un- 
der the influence of politicians who were inter- 
ested in ory soe up sectional issues. He spoke 
frankly and feelingly on the subject, and seemed 
chagrined and disappointed in tne failure of the 
senae to respond to bis efforts to benefit them 
fromtbe day Gcneéral Lee surrendered to that 
time. He thought he was misunderstood and 
purposely misinterpreted and wrongfully abused, 
and in this opinion, I found out afterwards, that 
Hon. Alexander H. Stephens fully concurred. He 
finally said: 

‘‘McLawe, you go home, have nothi to do 
with politics, and wait. Your education and 
traipipg unsuvits you to deal with politicians, aud 
I will look out for an office for you. If you had 
come on five daysagol would have given zoe a 
high offiee in rgia, but it has now n ifUled. 
I may get it for you yet, by exchanging with the 
appointee, but 1 will manage that. You have 
been deceived by designing men, and you will 
have to waitawhile. }ouknow whom you have 
to avoid and to distrust, so keep your own coun- 
=. and lwillsend you an appointment before 

ng.’’

He stated that not long 
after the battle, General Grant and others, inclus 
ing bimself, were one night standing around & 


camp fire, when General John A. McClernan came 
to Genera) Grant and presented an autograph let- 
ter from President Lincoln, directing General’ 
Grant to turn his command over to General Me 
Clernan. General Grant read the letter over 
fnily, andthen toreitup and threw tie 

into the fre, remarking to General McClernag 
that he declined to receive or obey orders unless 
they came throughthe proper channel. 
turning full-faced to McClernan, he said: 

“Your division is under orders to leave this 
department inthe morning; and! advise you 
to go with it.”’ 

McClernan went, and that was the last the colone? 
ever brard of the order. Could there be a 
illustsation of the possession of a remarkably 
quiet os and rare determination of char- 
acter, which enabled him to know his own rights 
end then to maintain them; to know the bad re- 
sults to followa change of commanders at that 
important juncture, just after the battle of Shi- 
loh, and prevented it, and since the war to defeat 
the combinations against him, immediately 
adopted it and was sustained’ 

“If Grant bad retired after any of his repeated 
failures to force Lee’s lines, in his advance om 
Richmond, as we have reason to believe would 
bave been done by those who preceded him,~ 
witness the first adyance on Richmond—them 
Fredericksburg, then Chancellorsville, etc., the 
consequences would have been to delay for at least 
another year, the results which did follow, or, 

rhapr, would have changed them entirely, #0 
bat it can be maintained with reason that the 
victory gained by the United States over the conm- 
federacy, was due to the personal qualities of 
Genera Grant alone. With

impelled him to be always ressive, and an 
ability which enabled him to quickly perceive thé 
ends to be attained, and the best way togaim 
them, and which knew how to subordinate all 
minor points to the greater object in view, 
made use of all the means at hisdisposal, with- 
out stint, and worked his army with a will that 
allowed no delay until victory was assur 


GRANT IN THE MEXICAN WAR. 

In connection with the Mexican war I recollect 
hearing General Taylor tell about Lieutenant 
Grant, who was in charge of a party clearing 
their way, by removing obstructions, oyster beds, 
the like, forthe advance of boats loaded with 
troops and supplies from Windsor bay to Corpus 
Christi. Grant failing to make those under him 


understand his wishes by words and signs, juapy 
ed into the water which was up to his waist, aa@ 
worked with his men. Some dandy officers 
inn of him for bis zeal. General Taylor, who 7 
nearand overheard them, praised Grant for 
conduet, end told the others that he wished 
officers were like him in standing ready tose & 
personal example to their men, when it 
needed.”

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THE DEATH OF GENERAL GRANT, 

With the clearing of the early mist yester- 
cay morning, which hovered over Mount 
McGregor, - passed away the soul of 
General Grant, the most distinguished of 
living Americans, | 

The general commanding the victorious 
ermies of his country, and twice the presi- 
dentof therepublic, Washington alone of 
all men in our history has equalled him in 
bonors. 

General Grant was a great commander. 
The operations of the war in which he was 
the leading figure of the union armies, were 
colossal. Its expenses to his government 
were over $4,000,000 aday. In the seige of 


‘Richmond he lost 70,000 men, and in a single 


charge saw 3,000 men struck down. The 
comprehens‘on that grasped this tremendous 
situation, and the fortitude that endured its 
awful disasters was of itself greatness. The 
clear-sighted sense that moved straight for- 
werd amid these bewildering scenes, unde- 
ierred avd undeviating, was military genius. 
Genera) Grant did not have the tactical skill, 
the vast resource, the superb inspiration 
and the finer qualities of leadership that 
Genera) Lee had, in our opinion, in richer 
measure than any man that ever led men to 
battle. He lacked the audacious spirit that 
made Stonewall Jackson irresistible. In the 
place of either of these generals, be would 
have fallen far short of what they accom- 
plished. But asthe leader of the exhaust- 
less armies of the north, the_iron-willed and } 


~- 


absolute master, to hammer these lezions 
ageinst the valiant shell of the confederacy 
he was tbe man of des‘iny. 

As a statesman he was honest, but without 
the larger wisdom of humanity or statecraft 
—sincere but credulous—sphynx-like to the 
world, but easy tohis courtiers—stubbora 
where he should have listened anxiously, and 
facile where he should have been st 19> r. 
In business, he was weaker than in polit cs. 
In both, it must be said that his personal 
record was clean, and that he came stain!ess 
as to his own ‘character from contact with 
thieves and plotters. 

It is as the great soldier—brave, simple, 
generous and victorious—that he will be best 
remembered. It is as the soldier, even though 
his sword struck down her cause, that the 
south loves to remember him. As the con- 
querer of Lee, refusing to take the sword of 
that great leader, whose heart broke when 
he surrendered his army; as the thoughtful 
victor, feeding his starving enemies from his 
own wagons; as the high-minded man of 
honor,deman ding the integrity of his parole at 
the hands of the vindictive secretary of war; 
as the dauntless man standing alone, but de- 
termined, between the helpless south and the 
angry porth—he held, as he deserved in all 
his trials, the deepest [and fullest sympathy 
of our people. He died as he had lived— 
brave, silent, uncomplaining. He fought 
against death with manful strength, and 
when he was overpowered, bowed his head 
without a word. When his life went out, a 
great name passed into history, and a great 
heart was stilled forever. 


BETTER INSURANCE FACILITIES. 

The property owners of Georgia desire and 
demand better insurance facilities. 

As the situation stands at present we have 
103 towns in the state with populations 
ranging from 500 to 50,000, and of this num- 
ber only about 25 have a water supply and 
an organized fire department. This leaves 78 
towns in which it is almost impossible to get 
insurance, as the leading companies now do- 
ing business in the state refuse to establish 
agencies or issue policies at places without a 
fire department and a water supply. 

Unfortunately for our people the deposit 
requirement is a part of the constitution and 
cannot without too much expense be repeal- 
ed. The legislature, however, can reduce the 
deposit to any sum, even down as low as one 
dollar. This is required and demanded by 
the good people of the small towns and the 
legge property owners of the state. Augus- 
ta, "Columbus, Savannah and other large 
pleces with their heavy manufacturing and 
naval stores interests, cannot place their in- 
surance wiih the companies now in the state, 
and they cannot without violating the law 
place it out through a broker, and should 
they deal directly with an outside company, 
in case of loss the company, under the law, 
could not send an adjustor or attorney to in- 
vestigate the loss. 

We fee) confident that a modification of the 


deposit law ay enooeste, ~wwewhA tasQuevy suull 
companies as the old tna, of Hartiord, the 


National, the Orient, and many others of 
like standing, tocome back tous. In point 
of fact the deposit of $25,000 required by the 
present law amounts to nothing as a security 
io policy bolders, but it serves to keep many 
good companies out of the state, because they 
claim that itis wrong in principle. Other 
etates yiew the matter in this light, and there 
are now but three, Virginia, Mississippi and 
Georgia, that demand a deposit. North Car- 
olina bas just repealed the deposit law, and 
the people of that state are already feeling 
the good effects. Georgia cannot afford to lag 
bebind. - It is to be hoped that a bill will be 
introduced without delay to reduce the de- 
posit now exacted of the companies, and all 
other insurance legislation should be let 
alone.

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THE COMING SUMMER RESORT. 


Atlanta ought to be proud of her weather. 
We are tempted to say thatit isthe best 
weatber in the world. If there has been a 
bot night in Atlanta this summer, we have 
been asleep while it was here. 

Last Wednesday was the hottest day of the 

season. Let us see how the thermometer 
stood in notable points. In Atlanta its high- 
est point was 59. In New York it was 99, in 
Philadelphia and Chicago, 101 and 101}4; in 
Atlantic city, on the seashore, thirty miles 
irom Cape Msy, in was%9; in Gainesville, 
Ga., it was 92, and in Toccoa 94. This is the 
official record for the day. In the night it was 
literally too coo) for ladies to sitin an open 
piszza without a light shawl. Day before 
yesterday the record was even stronger in 
Atlanta’s favor. The thermometer did not 
pats 89 during the day inthe city. Gaines- 
ville was 04, Toccoa 101, Macon 96, Carters- 
ville 96 and Dalton 101. 
* As we write people are dying by the hun- 
dreds in the cities of the north, orsweltering 
on the rands of the northern seashores. And 
2s we write, the flag onthe custom house 
f:ands stiff in the bi: eze that carries greeting 
from Kennesaw to Stone mountain—the 
streets are filled with busy traflic—travel and 
pleasure sre alike unimpeded—and, barring 
the idiot who keeps telling you how hot it is, 
there is littie to suggest in Atlanta the tor- 
tures of heat endured by the other cities of 
the country. This is not remarkable—At- 
Janta is situated higher above the level of 
the seathan any cities of more than 20,000 
people in the country except Leadville and 
Denver. Perched 1,169 feet above the sea, on 
a breeze-swept plateau among the mountains, 
there is no resson why she should not be, 
andevery reason why she should be, the 
great summer resort of the south. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL EDUCATION. 
It is becoming a subject of much thought 


‘Jately, whether the people are deriving 


the great good from free schools that was 
anticipated. That it -is better to have the 
people educated no one denies, but how it 
shall be done, and what is the proper kind 
of education, is the question. The fact is ap- 
parent that we are filling our state with su- 
perficially educated men and women, who 
have a smattering of everything from the 
spelling bock to Greek. A close observer, 
cc mpetent to give an opinion on the subject, 
ssid, not Jong ago, that one-half of the grad- 
ustesof the high schools in the cities of this 
state cid not have a thorough and perfect 
kpowle¢ ge of the multiplication table, three- 


fourths did not know the Roman nuwmerala, 


and none were perfect spellers, bat they al! 
knew @ little about Greek and Latin. Wheta 
er this is the fault of the teachers or the sys- 
tem, or both, we are unable to say, but there 
is truth in the statement. An educated man 
me kes a useful citizen, but he must be prop- 
erly educated. If he is superficially educated 
be will make a superficial man and hence 
make a failure. Our fathers had much poorer 
facilities for procuring education than we 
have, but they made thorough men, They 
were given the practical parts of “an edaca- 
tion and built on that. 

The city of Atlanta is spending a large 
sum to keep up high schools, We jthink it 
would be better to increase the number of 
grammar schools and if a higher school is 
required it should be supported by taxation, 
that it should take the shape of education in 
some practical sense. A high school that 
would turn out young men a3 
- skilled mechanics, and young women thor- 
oughly educated in domestic arts, would be a 
great blessing. Our people are taxed to 
make professional men in our schools and 
colleges—we mean lawyers and doctors. 
Nine out of ten of the graduates are unfit 
for anything else. If we want a superinten- 
dent for a cotton mill, a foundry, a mine, a 
railroad or anything, we have to send some- 
where else to get him. Thisis all improper 
and the defect should be supplied. If any 
one considers the large per cent of our col- 
lege graduates that are incapable of deyoting 
themselves:to practical business matters, 
they will at once see that there is some de- 
fect in our system, and we commend the 


subject to our legislators as one that needs 
refrom.

To secure the Georgia Midland, Atlanta 
must subscribe liberally to the building of 
it. She cannot do this as a corporation. Her 
liberal-minded, public-spirited citizens must 
come to her rescue and makeup what is 
needed. Our chamber of commerce must 
take the lead in the matter. Columbus has 
shown what she will do, andshe has done 
nobly. Now let Atlanta come tothe front.

Finally, when he was in a condition to work, he 
found that taxes, doctor’s bills and debt had 
swept away his house and farm and left 
him penniless. He then determined to return toold 
Georgia with his two little motherless children, 
but it was a long time before he got his debts paid 
and saved enough money to bring him back to his 
native state. His recital of his hardships and mis- 
fortunes awoke the sympathies of the passengers, 
and the kind-hearted ladies on the train did all 
they could to relieve the sufferings of the .two 
little children. The poor fellow was without hat 
or coat, but said that all he asked was to get back 
to bis old home in Cherokee county and begin life 
anew.

and dangerous character had simply to walk 
off and leave the penitentiary be- 
hind him, and justice has satisfied. 
We do not wish to condemn rashly, as we fully 
appreciate the difficulty of always ing 
against these escapes, but how is it that some 
stienuous efiorts are not made to recapture 

social reptiles. It appears that all that is necessa- 
ry to be freed from bondage, on the partofa 
criminal confined in the Georgia penitentiary, is 
to muster up sufficient en wo absent himself. 
The penitentiary system of Georgia is certain! 
rotten in some res and the proper author!- 
ties could do nothing more acceptable to the pub- 
lic than by making a strict inquiry into it,

THE LEGISLATURE. 


THE SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY UN- 
DBR DISCUSSION. 
——— 
Mr. Harris, of Bibb, Concludes His A 
Favor of the School—Mr. Lamar and <a 
Lendéon Support the Measure—Mr. Gar. 
rell, of Webster, Opposes it, 


When the nouse met yesterday the discus- 


sion of thejtechnological schoel bill was resum- 
ed. 


Mr. Harris, of Bibb, had the floor and re- 
sumed his remarks. 

He discussed the objections to thebill. He 
argued that the college would not be local in 
its benefits. _ In proof of that he could appeal 
to those who are connected with Emory 
and Mercer to bear him out in 
the statement that the poor young 
men who attend the institutions are not from 
the counties where the institutions are located. 
They come from other counties and work out 
the way when they have the will behind 
them. There are ten men out of 
twelve who will never use the 


courts. Are you going to abolish 
them on that account? You are obliged to 
concentrate the capital of the state. If you 
say because a bounty is local you ought ‘not 
to appropriate it, you will abolish your courts, 
your capital and yourselves. That sort of idea 
is communism with a vengeance. In its end 
it would divide the money of the 
rich and ive it to the 
poor, The civil establishment abroad 
costs ten millions a year, and yet only the rich 
can travel and need the protection that is thus 

iven. You say only the rich will attend. 

ell, eg, the rich demand it, are you not 
going to hear them? In Bibb county 200 
peopie pay eight-tenths of the taxes, and 
nearly thirty thousand people 
FURNISH THE CHILDREN 
to gotothe schools. He considered the finan- 
cial side of the tcheme, and _§ said 
he recognized fully his obligations 
as chairman of the nance 
committee. He would be held responsible if 
a mistake is made. He did not believe in the 
economy that would sbut the doors of the 
treasury on judicious expenditures. Manage 
your finences as you would your privaie 
afiairs. Hesaid he would get ne credit with 
thoee who, if they were admitted into heaven 
and were walking on the golden streets, would 
move to replace the gold by belgian blocks 
or afpbalt pavement, on the idea that 
it was 60 much » cheaper than the 
gold eo luvishly expended. Bat with the 
sturdy economy which guards the treasury 
and waiches the people’s interest and crushes 
out jobs, these men I appeai to, and I am 
with you heart and soul. He referred to the 
condition of the treasury. The debt is nine 
millions and the state has property enough to 
pay it. The expenditures are decreasing and 
the income is increasing. Wour taxes are 
down to three tenths of one per 
cent, really a less tax than has been levied 
since the war considering everythihg. He 
referred to the high credit of the state and 
the low rate of interest at which the bonds 
have just been floated. He said the pressure 
on account of 
THE TEMPORARY LOAN 

was offend thatthe taxes would not have to 
be raised. The law will not take effect until 
1887 and that enables you to ascertain beyond 
doubt that then you will have the money. 
The decreased rate of interest 
will put the necessary amount of money into 
the treasury. Your officials will tell you they 
are able tocope with it. Can’t you give the 
money to do for the whites what is being done 
for the blacks in the Atlanta university? He 
said he had visited the colored university, and 
was proud of it. It is giving the colored peo- 
ple the education they need. Let the whites 
be put on an,equal footing at least in the 
matter. The people ask it—they demand 
it. You tell them when you 
vote noon this bill that the boys must go 
north to get this education; that they cannot 
get itin Georgia. He said that the committee 
that went north regarded it as Georgia’s sal- 
vation. Thatone gentleman was so much 
interested that he would give $5,000 as soon 
as the state made a donation and another 
whose name he could not mention would give 
$5,000, making $10,000, and that if Bibb 
county was bes the school she would give 
property to the value of $50,000. 

Mr. Hawkes, of Sumter, called Mr. Har- 
ris’s attention to the provisions of the consti- 
tution preventing the expenditure of money 
except for specified purposes, and said,®‘*You 
are bound down by the provisions of the same 
constitution.” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Harris, “by a consti- 
tution which appears to have 
been made men who 
imagined honesty would die with them,and no 
man would live who could administer the gov- 
ernment of the state and be trusted. Thank 
God there is one space open, and that is the 
space through which we can pass this bill.”’ 

MR. LAMAR SPEAKS. 

Mr. Lamar, of Pulaski, arose and said: 

“Profoundly impressed with the benefit and 
necessity of a technological institute in the 
educational system of our state, I shall give 
it my most cordial support anda zealous ad- 
vocacy. In my mind, it is the most impor- 
tant measure, in its practical results, that 
will come before this genera) assembly. 
Of the vast number of youth, of both sexes, 
now being educated, how few take to profes- 
sional or literary life. The large majority go 
into prectical pursuits, yet in the training of 
such pursuits, our scheme ef both public and 
private education is alone defective. 

‘It is, alike, the dictate of an imperative 
commonsense,and the requirement of a progres- 
sive civilization, for a commonwealth, so vital 
in its spirit of advancement, as Georgia, to 
recognize, in the fullest manner, the over whel- 
ming duty to provide in its own borders, the 
highest, the most thorough, the most scientific 
schooling for her youths in the great material 
industries of business activity. 

“It is, Mr. Chairman, need in our progress, 
beyond the mere considerations of money, ris- 
ing tothe exalted,elevation of a solemn obliga- 
tion ‘for us to perform, and involving the most 
momentous statesmanship for the future of 
Georgia. ; 

“With inexhaustable mines, with boundless 
opportunities of manufacture of every kind, 
with large aress of wealthy region clamorous 
for railway development, with the most versa- 
tile tarming realm in the union, our young 
men are forced to go out of the state to get the 
technological education to enable them to 
utilize these marvelous resources of our Own. 

‘Believing, Mr. Chairman, that Georgia, in

The Senate. 

At 10 o’clock the senate was called to order 
by President Carlton. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. Jobn Jones, = of the senate, after 
which the roll was called and the journal read 
and approved, 

The first business in order was the special 
order of the day, which was the consideration 
of the general local option bill. . 

The secretary read the original bill as it 
was passed by the senate at the last session, 
after which was read the amended bill as 
passed by the house a few aayssinee, in the 
nature of a substitute for the original bill. 

The president, upon being requested to do 
80, faia that he would hold that the bill of the 
hovse wes an amendment of the original senate 
sg but that it could be amended in the sen- 
ate, 

Mr. Davidson moved to take up the substi- 
tute by sections. 

Mr. Northen said that he hoped tbat there 
would be very little discussion over the bill. 

Mr. Davidson said there were many reasons 
why the bill should be taken up by sections. 

Mr. Northen said that the friends of the 
measure did not want any further delay. The 

rovisions of the bill were well understood 
by every one, andthere was no use in discuss- 
ing the bill by sections. Mr. Ray thought 
that the bill could be taken up as a whole and 
emended. Mr. Northen rey ied that he was 
willing to do this, but he had understood that 
the idea proposed was totake up the bill by 
sections and amend the sections as they came 
to them. 
3 On motion the bill was taken up by sec- 
ions. 

Mr. Maddox moved that the first section be 
smended by striking out “one-tenth of the 
voters,’ and inserting ‘“‘one-tenth of the tree 
holders.” He thought as the tree holders 
paid the bulk of the tax, they should call the 
elections under this bill. 

Mr. Renkin opposed the amendment. He 
thcught that it would work great injury tothe 
poorer classes, who were the producers. The 
emecndment was lost. 

Mr. Rankin offered an amendment to 
ellow elections under this act to be held in 
militia districts, or portions of a county. The 
amendment was voted upon and lost. 

Mr. Dayfdson moved to amend the second 
eection by striking out in the ninth line “pro- 
vided further, that a!! voters at elections fold 
under this act shall be required to cast their 
ballots in their own militia districts.” 

Mr. Falligant favored the proposition of 
Mr. Davidson. He said that in Chatham and 
other counties of the state, all elections were 
held at the courthouse. . 

Mr. Northen said that for that reason he 
wented the vote to be cast in militia districts; 
the same as is done in the 
ejection of justices of the peace. He did not 
want the vote cast where the friends of the op- 
position could contro) it. 

Mr. Hoyle favored the section standing as 
itis. He wanted theelections to be held at 
the militia districts. 

Mr. Davidson said that the ordinary of the 
ceunty bad the exclusive right to establish 
all militia districts, and not the general as- 
sembly. There was also a matter of economy 
to consider. In Washingten county there 
were opr, Ser militia districts, and the 
expense of holding an election under this bill 
wculd cost the county $220. 

He held that the legislature had no authori- 
ty to alter or create voting proc, that this 
power was entirely in the hands of the or- 
dipary. 

Mr. Rankin favored Mr. Davidson’s motion 
to strike out. 

Mr. Thornton favored the amendment. If 
the words were not stricken, the firat and 
second sections would conflict. 

The amendment was adopted by a vote of 
yeas 20, nays 14. 

Mr. Cabaniss offered a privilege resolution, 
that having learned with great regret of the 
death of General Grant that the senate, as a 
mark of respect to bis memory, when it ad- 
journs today. adjourns to mect Saturday 
morning at 10 o’clock. The resolution was 
adopted, and sent to the house. 

The third section was then read, and no 
amendments proposed. Mr. Allen moved 
that the three sections read be adopted. 
Agreed to. : 

The fourth section was read. Mr. Sikes 
moved to amend by adding, at the end of the 
section: ‘Within twenty days from the day 
on which the ordinary declares the result, any 
qualified voter may petition the superior court, 
setting out plainly and distinctly the cause 
of contest, when, if the cause 
set out is such as im peaches 
the fairness of the election or the conduct of 
the ordinary, the judge shall grant an order, 
directed to three justices of the peace otf the 
county, requiring them to recount the ballots 
op a given day, and report the result to the 
next term of the superior court of that county, 
or the term ot the court to which the petition 
may be returnable, at which term the case 
shall be heard; provided, ten days’ notice has 
been given the ordinary ot the filing of the 
yetition. Either party may subpena wit- 
nesses to prove either fraud in the ballots, tne 
counting thereof, or in the 
cor. duct of the managers 
of the election, and introduce evidenoe to 6s- 
tablish either proposition or the converse there- 
of. The judgment of the superior court shall 
be final, upless the case is carried to the su- 
preme court for review. 1f the election shall 
appear to have been fraudulently conducted, 
or the votes fraudulently counted, the judge 
shall have power to declare the result and 
overrule the action of the ordinary in the 
premiees.” 

This amendment was a partof the 4th sec- 
tion of the senate bill passed at the last ses- 
sion.

DISTRICT-ATTORNBY DARNELL’S 
WAY OF DOING BUSINESS, 


Prosecutions for Alleged Violation of the Revenue 
Laws Which are Palpabiy forte Saks of the 
Fees— Cases Being Investigated—How 
Darnell Oonducts His Office. 

One of the republicans still holding a federal 
office ip this state is Mr. 8. A. Darnell, who enjoys 
the privileges and emoluments of district attorney 
for the southern district of Georgia. 

M1. Darnell isa native of Pickens county, who 
came to Atlanta soon after the war and figured 
extensively as a republican politician in this city. 
As @ reward for his services he was appointed 
assistent district attorney several years ago. When 
the state was divided into two districts Darnell 
was meade district atto:ney for the southern dis. 
trict and took up his abode in Savannah. For the 
past two years he has been engaged in prosecuting 
the alleged offenders against the federal statutes. 

Recent developments in the office of Mr. Darnell 
render it probable that he will not much 
lopger be burdened with the cares 
of office. His official conduct is now 


undergoing investigation at Washington anda 
result is expected soon. The general charge 
aqasaat Darnell is that he has u his office wita

and not toaidin securing obedience to the laws 
and the suppression of crime. 
His conduct was brought to the notice of the 
attorney general a few weeks ago by Mr. T. A. Mc- 
Mahon, & well known citizen of Savannah, who

Mr, McMahon isa liquor dealer. A few weeks ago 
he had some difficulty in obtaining the revenue 
stam ps Necessary to the operation of his business. 
This trouble wes experienced by a number of 
i nee ee in the state and it was occasioned in 

During the latter part of March, Mr. T. C. Cren 
sbaw, JI.. was appointed to succeed Mr. Walter 
Jobnson as revenue collector for the district of 
Georgia. Crenshaw took charge of the office on 
the Istof May. Johnson, in closing up his busi- 
ness, refused to issue apy stamps for the ensuing 
fisrca' year. Usually stam ps are purchased a month 
or two before they are needed, so that there 
need no delay or trouble on the 

art of the liquor dealers. As Collector Johnson 

ad suSpended the sale of stamps for several 
weeks, there was quite a rush torthem when Col- 
lector Crenshaw took the office. His deputies 
were instructed to issue them as fast as they 
could, but they could not possibly keep up with 
the demand. The operation of the revenue law is 
that when a liquor dealer or a tobacco dealer 
makes application for stamps and tenders the 
money for them. and they are not to be obtained 
at once. be Can proceed with his business without 
the stamps until they are supplied to him. 

Mr. Jeff Dunwoody, the deputy collector at Sa- 
vanpah, was kept constantly engaged during the 
first weekin May writing out stamps. Collector 
Crensbaw sent him six books containing 100 
stampseach. About the fifth of May Mr. McMa- 
hon asked Mr. Dunwoody for stamps and offered 
the money forthem. He was told that the supply 
had just been exhausted and Mr. McMahon was 
promised his stamps as soon as they could be ob- 
tained from Atlanta. He continued his business 
ssbe had made every effort to comply with the 
law. Alter Deputy Dunwoody had used up 
his six books of stamps he 
was instructed tosend all applications for more 
to the collector’s office in Atlanta, as the coliector 
desired to close the accounts of his deputies at the 
end of themonth, McMabon’s ap»lication came 
to Atlanta, and on the afternoon of June 5th his 
stamps were written out ana prepared for trans- 
mission to him. On that very evening

in Savannah for violating the reyenuelaw. He 
was greatly surprised. He knew, and everybody 
knew,that he had not intended to violateany law; 


that he had done all he could to 
comply with the law. McMahon gave bond, but 
before the case could come ug for investigation 
next day his stamps had arrived. He was then 
told hecould stop the prosecution by paying $30 
for the costs of the case. This he refused to 
co and immediately wrote to the department of 
justice, retting forth the facts in the case, and 
asking if it was not an instance of persecution in- 
stead of prosecution. As soon as it was known that 
McMahon had made complaint to the de- 
partment the demand or costs ceased 
and he has not ~been troubled with 
itsince. Cases similar to that against him were 
made egainst Henry Schroeder and a negro named 
Lioydin Savannah. They were both in for a 
similar bill of costs, but McMahon’s protest saved 
them, too. 

The werrants against these parties were sworn 
cut before a United States commissioner, but he 
could not bave issued the warrants without the 
approval of either the district attorney or the 
deputy collector Deputy-Collector Dunwoody was 
pot consulted atallinthe matter. District-Attor 
ney Darvell approved the warrants after merely 
asking the depnty collector if these parties had 
yet been furnished with stamps. It turnsout that 
the cases were worked up by professional witnesses 
who bave since stated that they procured the war- 
rants merely to get

which were about $10 im each case. If the $30 
which was demanded on the cessation of the pros- 
ecution had been paid the district attorney would 


have received his fees also. These cases illustrate 
clearly how frivolous and reckless have been 
the prosecutions in the southern district.

AL OF GBNBRAL GRANT, 


- Go Be Buried in Central Park in New York oity— 


yeaterday atthe Bier ofthe Dead Genuerai— 
Bxpressions of Sy mpathy From All Over 
the Worlé—A National Funeral. 


Mr. McGrecor, N. Y., July 24.—Ganeral 
~ Grant will be buried in Central park in New 
York city, and the funeral ceremonies will 
teke place in that city on Saturday, August 

' the Sth. . : : 

The one condition imposed by General 
Grent before he died upon those who should 
decide the place of his burial that his wife 
gbould be buricd beside him, caused some de- 
lay in coming to a definite settlement. 

Mayor Grace’s chief clerk, Mr. Turner, came 
bere early in the morning and consulted with 
Colonel Fred Grant. He formally and in 
person for Mayor Grace urged’ the acceptance 
of a burial spot in any one of the parks in New 
York city. 

There wasastrong teeling in the family 
that New York’s proposition was one that 
would have gratified the general, but the coa- 
dition that Mrs. Grant should be buried be- 
side him was one that the mayor’s represeuta- 
tive was not authorized to accede to, and 
telegraphic communication was at once begun 
between here and New York on that point. 

Astothe willingness of New York city to 
accede it was easily understood that the con- 
dition that Mrs. Grant’s sepulcher must be 
with that selected for the general’s. The 
family and Colonel Grant determined on Cen- 
tral park if the condfiion should be complied 
with by the city. 

At 3:20 this afternoon Mr. Turner, Mayor 
Grace’s chief clerk, received a message which 
determined the question of a burial place in 
favor of Central park, in New York city. It 
was as follows: 

Your two telegrams just to hand, and I under- 
stend the matter to be now definitely settied that 
General Grant’s body is to owe. interred 
here. We cannot take any more 
definite action in regard to the matter 

of Mrs. Grant until a later date. The faith of the 
president of the board of aldermen and my own is 
pledged that we will see. when a little time has 
passed away, that the wishes of the family are 
gratified by the formal resolution of the board. 
Abpswer immediately, so asi may appoint a com- 
miitee and make my quota for agrand national 
monument.

Upon the receipt of Mayor Grace’s telegram, 
Mr. Turner repaired at once to the cvttage, 
where 

A CONFERENCE WAS HELD 
with Colonel Fred Grant. The colonel 
read the mayor’s dispatch and retained it. 
At the close of the conference Colonel Grant 
assured.the mayor's representative that he 
and the family thus formally accepted the 
offer of a burial place for General Grant and 
Mrs. Grant in Central park, in the city of New 
York, and that he and the family would now 
proceed with all funeral arrangements with 
reference to the above conclusion. 

The meyor’s messenger then telegraphed to 
Maycr Grace the result of his mission. 

The following programme has been arrang- 
ed: The remains wiil lie quietly at the cot- 
tege in the room in whieh he died unt:! Tues- 
dey, August fourth, when they will leave Mt. 
McGregor at 1 p.m., arrive at Saratoga at 
2p. m., leave Saratoga at 2:30 p. m, arrive 
in Albany at 4:30 p.m., leave Albany at 12 
o’clock noon Wednesday, August fifth, 
exd arrive about 4:30 p. m in New York. 
In the interval from 4:30 p.m. Tuesday to 
noon of Wednesday, August 5th, the remains 
will lie in state at the capitol and from the 
time of the arrival in New York on Wednes- 
dey afternoon, until Saturday, August Sth, the 
body 

WILL LIE IN STATE 
at the city hall. Public obsequies of the fu- 
beral will take placeon Saturday at gach 
time as the civic authorities may arrange and 
the interment will then follow in Central Park. 

It is now believed that the funeral obsequies 
will begin on Mount McGregor. The fawil 
fully recognize the claim of the people an 
nation to do honor to the remains of Genera 
Grant, but there is a feeling that before all 
the pomp and pageant of the burial, the 
family should have their dead all by thom 
selves for a season ——— The family 
would be alone when the funeral service 1 
held, and before the remains go out to the 
people to mourn over. Thus the funeral cere 
monies for the family will be held here in the 
cottage at such time as may seem best. Dr 
Newman will be with the family and conduc 
with them services over the dead.
